1 994  Coin  Market  Predictions 

by  Q.  David  Bowers 


It’s  that  time  of  year  again:  a  new 
year,  and  with  it  come  many  predic¬ 
tions  of  the  future.  COIN  age.  The  Rosen 
Numismatic  Advisory,  and  probably 
other  publications  as  well,  publish  vari¬ 
ous  opinions  as  to  what  is  coming  down 
the  numismatic  pike. 

In  reality,  the  future  is  unknown. 
Even  the  federal  government,  with  bil¬ 
lions  of  dollars  available  to  employ  the 
best  financial  and  economic  analysts  in 
the  land,  cannot  predict  whether  by 
December  31,1 994,  interest  rates,  the 
unemployment  rate,  the  balance  of  pay¬ 
ments,  etc.,  will  be  higher  or  lower  than 
they  are  now.  Thus,  what  chance  does  a 
numismatist  such  as  I  have? 

Anyway,  reality  aside,  it  is  fun  to 
predict  what  might  happen.  And,  if  I 
predict  enough  things,  some  of  them 
are  bound  to  come  true! 

On  the  collecting  scene,  I  predict  it 
will  be  a  very  good  year,  an  excellent 
vintage.  Through  the  closing  months  of 


1993,  we  have  noticed  a  swelling  of 
numismatic  interest  here  at  Bowers  and 
Merena  Galleries.  Our  Rare  Coin  Re¬ 
view  No.  96,  released  in  December, 
brought  in  more  orders  than  any  other 
recent  issue.  Sales  to  want  lists,  cus¬ 
tomer  accounts,  and  simply  to  basic 
collector  demand  have  been  strong. 

Thus,  here  is  a  prediction  that  has 
already  come  true,  at  least  so  far!  I 
predict  that  the  market  will  continue  to 
be  strong  for  Liberty  Seated  coins.  Bar¬ 
ber  silver,  large  cents,  half  cents, 
colonials,  and  other  basically  scarce 
and  rare  things. 

Very  few  desirable  coin  markets  in 
the  past  have  begun  and  ended  within  a 
tight  1 2-month  period.  (Those  that  do 
go  up  significantly,  quickly,  are  apt  to 
come  right  down  again.)  These  predic¬ 
tions  envision  1 994  as  a  launching  pro¬ 
gram  for  market  trends  of  the  mid- 
1990s. 

I  predict  that  the  market  for  MS-63 
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and  MS-64  coins  will  strengthen  in 
many  areas,  especially  in  relation  to 
MS-65,  as  demand  for  the  latter  is  mainly 
from  investors.  I  predict  that  investors 
will  be  in  short  supply.  Thus,  picking 
winners  involves  asking  this  question; 
What  is  in  numismatic  demand? 

I  predict  that  values  of  certain  very 
high  grade  coins,  such  as  MS-66,  MS- 
67,  and  MS-68,  will  fall,  especially  for 
19th  and  early  20th  centuiy  Proofs  and 
for  business  strikes  that  are  common  in 
lower  grades  (such  as  MS-63  to  MS- 
65).  For  example,  I  view  the  price  struc¬ 
ture  for  a  common  1 904  $20  in  MS-66, 
etc.,  to  be  weak,  as  this  is  a  common 
date,  and  virtually  all  collector  demand 
has  been  satisfied.

1994  Predications

I  predict  that  the  government’s  ex¬ 
ploitation  of  collectors  by  levying  un¬ 
reasonably  high  surcharges  and  selling 
prices  on  new  commemorative  coins 
will  come  a  cropper.  I  predict  that  the 
World  Cup  soccer  commemoratives  will 
lay  a  big  black  and  white  egg,  even 
bigger  than  a  hockey  ball.  However, 
there  is  a  light  at  the  end  of  the  tunnel, 
and  that  is  the  Citizens’  Advisory  Com¬ 
mittee  set  up  to  approve  the  designs.  If 
the  committee  can  be  effective  (and  that 
remains  to  be  seen),  some  good  things 
will  come  later,  probably  no  sooner 
than  1995.  It  is  important  to  remember 
that  the  official  recommendations  of 
the  Fine  Arts  Commission  relative  to 
commemorative  designs  have  often 
been  ignored. 

I  have  never  been  a  “gold  bug,”  as  I 
would  rather  have  collector-type  coins 
than  a  bunch  of  gold  bullion.  However, 
quite  a  few  coin  dealers,  commodity 
traders,  and  others  are  predicting  a  bul¬ 
lion  rise,  so  this  may  happen — even  if 
only  because  so  many  players  want  it 
to.  If  it  does,  this  should  have  a  benefi¬ 
cial  effect  on  gold  coins  as  well.  Re¬ 
cently,  one  of  our  favorite  newsletter 
writers,  Richard  Russell  (Dow  Theory 
Letters),  had  this  to  say  (I  excerpt  just  a 
small  part  of  his  commentary): 

All  of  the  above  constitute  argu¬ 
ments  for  accumulating  gold  or  gold 
stocks.  Over  an  extended  period  of  time 
it  will  require  more  and  more  dollars  to 
buy  one  ounce  of  gold.  Let  me  present 
it  in  a  more  personal  way.  In  the  mid- 
1970s  I  was  buying  one-ounce  gold 
coins  in  the  open  market  from  our  local 
coin  dealer  for  around  $70  a  coin.  At  the 
same  time  I  could  buy  a  good  dinner 
(soup  to  nuts)  at  a  better  restaurant  for 
about  10  dollars.  Today  the  same  coin

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Because  You  Asked 


M.V.  Asks:  I  was  hoping  to  talk 
with  you  at  the  American  Numis¬ 
matic  Association  show  in  Baltimore 
but  my  coin  club  arrived  there  by 
bus,  and  I  only  had  time  to  look 
around  quickly  and  do  some  buy¬ 
ing.  Thus,  I  am  writing  to  you  for 
some  questions.  In  particular,  I  and 
other  coin  club  members  would  like 
to  know  why  slabbed  coins  by  dif¬ 
ferent  certification  services  have  dif¬ 
ferent  values.  I  currently  ovm  about 
42  slab  coins  done  by  PCGS,  NGC, 
ANACS,  and  PCI.  My  questions 
pertain  strictly  to  price  and  grade. 

I  have  a  Franklin  half  dollar 
graded  Proof-65  by  one  particular 
grading  service,  which  bids  $310  in 
the  Certified  Coin  Dealer  Newslet¬ 
ter,  and  an  example  of  the  same 
date  and  grade  certified  by  another 
firm,  which  bids  only  $280.  Why  is 
there  $13  difference  when  both  are 
graded  Proof-65?  Is  one  graded 
better  than  the  other?  I  am  aware 
that  grading  is  subjective,  but  can 
you  tell  me  which  percent  of  which 
grading  services  might  be  graded, 
as  we  say,  accurately  or  properly? 
This  may  have  something  to  do 
with  value.  Last  but  not  least,  if  you 
were  to  rate  the  grading  services, 
how  would  you  rate  one  over  the 
other.  Which  are  conservative? 
Which  are  loose?  Thank  you  for 
your  help. 

CC  Answets:  Not  all  grading  ser¬ 
vices  are  created  equal,  either  in  the 
present  point  of  time  or  in  the  past.  In 
our  own  business,  when  we  buy  coins 
for  our  inventory,  we  buy  based  upon 
the  coin,  not  by  the  grading  service.  If 
a  coin  is  in  a  holder  marked  Proof-65, 
but  is  not  attractive  to  my  eye,  I  won’t 
buy  it  even  if  it  is  at  half  the  “bid” 
levels.  On  the  other  hand,  if  it  is  a 
superb  coin  from  an  aesthetic  view¬ 
point,  I  have  no  hesitancy  in  writing 
out  a  check  for  substantially  more 
than  “bid”  price  if  need  be. 


It  is  difficult  to  quarrel  with  eco¬ 
nomic  reality.  Some  have  said  that  the 
marketplace  is  the  final  arbiter,  and  say 
what  they  might  about  their  grading 
capabilities,  the  price  that  people  will 
bid  on  the  averagd  for  sight-unseen 
pieces  reflects  the  faith  that  sight-un¬ 
seen  bidders  have  in  the  different  ser¬ 
vices. 

The  two  leading  grading  services  at 
the  present  time  seem  to  be  PCGS  and 
NGC.  This  is  not  news  from  me,  it  is 
news  that  can  be  obtained  by  visiting 
any  bourse  floor.  Coins  from  other  ser¬ 
vices  often  sell  for  a  discount  from 
PCGS  and  NGC,  except  that  for  certain 
coins  such  as  colonials,  early  copper. 
Liberty  Seated  material,  and  the  like — 
“collector  coins” — there  is  a  very  lively 
market  for  ANACS  coins.  As  noted,  it 
doesn’t  make  a  great  deal  of  difference 
to  me  whether  a  coin  is  certified  by 
ANACS,  PCGS,  or  NGC,  if  the  coin  if 
of  high  quality  and  aesthetically  ap¬ 
pealing.  However,  the  majority  of  buy¬ 
ers  do  not  want  to  do  their  homework  in 
this  regard,  and  want  to  rely  only  on 
grading  services.  To  them  I  say  “be¬ 
ware!” 

If  you  want  to  do  an  interesting  exer¬ 
cise  on  your  own,  take  some  coin  vari¬ 
eties  which  are  notorious  for  including 
a  large  number  of  “dogs”  and  see 
samples  from  different  grading  services. 
I  might  suggest  1 924  Huguenot  or  1 926 
Sesquicentennial  half  dollars.  I  have 
seen  examples  of  both  pieces  certified 
as  MS-65,  but  so  deeply  toned  and  ugly 
that  I  wouldn’t  pay  MS-60  “bid”  for 
them!  A  little  research  on  your  part  will 
be  far  more  enlightening  than  hundreds 
of  words  on  my  part! 

As  I  have  said  in  print  many  times 
before,  slabs  are  very  fine  and  are  a  good 
tool  in  buying  coins,  but  they  are  not  the 
only  tool,  and  should  be  used  only  in 
conjunction  with  good  professional  ad¬ 
vice  or,  better  yet,  experience  and  com¬ 
mon  sense.  Often,  at  Bowers  and  Mer- 
ena  Galleries,  we  have  to  look  at  a  lot  of 
coins  before  finding  one  that  is  just  right! 


If  you  are  going  out  into  the  market¬ 
place,  it  will  pay  you  to  do  likewise. 

LC.C.  Asks;  I  have  read  your 
listings  of  mailing  envelopes,  cards, 
and  items  related  to  commemora¬ 
tive  issues,  and  I  wonder  if  there  is 
any  grading  system  in  use  for  these. 
Would  it  be  appropriate  to  use 
grades  such  as  MS-60  and  MS-65? 

CC  Anfi»i(eis:  There  are  no  standard 
grading  systems  in  effect  for  paper 
material,  although  publications  such 
as  A.B.  Bookman  and  Postcard  Col¬ 
lector  present  some  ideas.  A  copy  o1 
the  Postcard  Collector  is  at  hand,  anc 
it  suggests  for  postcards — which  cer 
tainly  can  be  likened  to  mailing  enve 
lopes  and  cards  in  which  commemora 
fives  were  issued — ^be  graded  on  tht 
following  scale: 

Mint:  perfect  just  as  it  comes  frorr 
the  printing  press.  No  marks,  bends  or 
creases.(  Abbreviated  M.) 

Near  Mint:  (NM):  like  Mint,  but 
with  very  light  aging  or  very  slight 
discoloration.  Not  as  fresh  looking. 

Excellent  (EX):  like  Mint  with  no 
bends  or  creases  or  rounded  or  blunt 
comers,  but  with  writing  or  postmark — 
appropriate  to  postcards  but  not  par¬ 
ticularly  to  commemorative  material.  I 
suppose  that  EX  on  NM  would  suffice 
for  a  really  high  grade  commemorative 
item  with  very  little  signs  of  wear. 

Very  Good  (VG):  a  bit  blunt  or 
rounded,  with  an  almost  undetectable 
crease  of  bend.  Very  collectible. 

Good  (G):  comers  may  be  blunt  or 
rounded  with  noticeable  slight  bends 
or  creases.  Less  than  VG. 

Fair  (FR)  a  card  is  intact.  Excess 
soil,  stains,  creases,  writing  may  ef¬ 
fect  condition.  Probably  much  of  the 
commemorative  material  would  fall 
in  this  category. 

Admittedly  the  preceding  is  not 
directly  related  to  commemorative 
items,  but  at  least  it  will  give  you 
something  to  think  about. 


(continued  from  previous  page) 
will  cost  me  about  $365.  For  that  money 
I  can  now  buy  10  dinners  at  a  better 
restaurant.  Those  gold  coins  half  their 
purchasing  power  and  then  some. 

Moral:  Don’t  fret  because  your  gold 
coins  or  gold  stock  aren’t  going  up  this 
week  or  next.  As  sure  as  the  dollar  is 
heading  down  in  purchasing  power  (if 
only  at  3%  or  4%  a  year),  the  value  of 
your  gold  investments  will  be  heading 
up.  Furthermore,  as  the  area  of  Ameri¬ 
can  life,  the  deficits  will  continue  to 
mount.  No  government  agency  has  to 
make  a  profit.  There’s  no  critical  bot¬ 
tom  line  for  government.  The  real  bot¬ 
tom  line  is  that  overspending  is  always 
handled  via  inflation.  It’s  as  simple  and 
straightforward  as  that. 

Certainly,  I  can’t  see  that  the  gov¬ 
ernment  is  doing  anything  serious  to 
reduce  the  burgeoning  national  debt. 
You  can  imagine  what  your  personal 
finances  would  look  like  if  every  time 
you  took  in  $100,  you  spent  $150,  and 
kept  on  borrowing  to  make  up  for  any 
loss.  The  answer  would  be  bankruptcy. 
The  purchasing  power  of  the  paper  dol¬ 
lar  declines  each  year. 

What  do  I  like  in  gold  coins?  I  like 


scarcer  issues  that  sell  for  only  a  modest 
premium  above  “type”  coins.  These 
can  be  identified  from  PCGS  and  NGC 
population  reports. 

In  other  series,  here  are  some  of  my 
picks;  coins  which  I  believe  are  under- 
priced  now: 

•  Large  cents  1816-1839  in  EF  to 
MS-63  grades,  especially  the  dates 
1821-1832. 

•  Morgan  dollars  1878-1904,  in 
MS-63  and  MS-64  grades,  the  scarce 
and  semi-scarce  dates  (not  the  common 
dates,  nor  the  really  rare  ones)  that  now 
sell  for  between  $50  and  $  1 50  in  MS-63 
and  between  $150  and  $300  in  MS-64. 
Cherrypick  for  lustrous,  brilliant,  de¬ 
fect-free  coins. 

•  Lincoln  cents  1910-1925,  Denver 
and  San  Francisco  mints,  MS-63 
through  MS-65,  red  surfaces  or  high 
quality  red  and  brown,  well  struck,  and 
cherrypicked  for  quality.  Particularly 
scarce  are  issues  1910-1915  inclusive. 

•  Peace  dollars  of  1921,  1922-D, 
1922-S,  1923-D,  1923-S,  1924-S,  1925- 
S,  1927-D,  1927-S,  1928,  and  1928-S 
in  MS-63  grade.  Cherrypick  for  lus¬ 
trous,  brilliant,  defect-free  coins.  If  you 
want  to  broaden  your  horizons  a  bit,  try 


for  a  set  of  24  different  Peace  dollars 
1 92 1  - 1 935  in  MS-63  grade.  I  think  there 
is  some  great  value  here. 

•  Low-mintage  commemorative 
half  dollars  of  the  early  20th  century, 
to  and  including  1 954,  in  MS-63  grade, 
and  with  a  mintage  of  less  than  30,000 
per  coin.  There  are  some  really  great 
values  here,  in  my  opinion.  For  ex¬ 
ample,  I  can’t  get  over  how  cheap  1 948 
Booker  T.  Washington  halves  are! 
Again,  cherrypick  for  quality.  Avoid 
deeply  toned,  stained,  nicked,  etc.  coins, 
even  if  they  are  certified. 

•  Colonials  are  favorites,  especially 
the  state  coppers  of  Vermont,  Connecti¬ 
cut,  Massachusetts,  and  New  Jersey  circa 
1785-1788. 1  like  nice,  clean  VF  and  EF 
coins  of  common  to  medium-scarce  sta¬ 
tus.  Again,  cherrypick  for  quality. 

•  1917  Type  I  Standing  Liberty 
quarters  of  all  three  mints,  MS-63  and 
MS-64,  selected  for  quality.  The  D  and  S 
mint  coins  are  even  better  values  than  the 
Philadelphia  coins.  These  are  absurdly 
cheap,  in  my  opinion.  As  a  dealer,  I 
would  love  to  buy  a  few  dozen  of  these! 

How’s  that  for  starters?  In  future 
issues.  I’ll  come  up  with  some  more 
ideas.  Watch  for  them.

Spotlight  on  Mints  and  Mintmarks! 


This  column  gives  basic  informa¬ 
tion  concerning  a  particular  aspect 
of  numismatics.  Save  this  and  later 
columns,  and  over  a  period  of  time 
you' ll  become  an  e.xpert! 

★  EIGHT  MINTS:  There  have 
been  eight  official  United  States  mints 
in  operation  over  the  years.  They  are 
as  follows: 

1.  Philadelphia  Mint:  Mintmark 

P.  1792  to  date.  Early  issues  without 
mintmark.  Certain  later  issues  with  P 
mintmark. 

2.  New  Orleans  Mint:  Mintmark 
O.  1838-1861  and  1879-1909. 

3.  Charlotte  Mint:  Mintmark  C. 
1838-1861.  Gold  coins  only. 

4.  Dahlonega  Mint:  Mintmark 
D.  1838-1861.  Gold  coins  only. 

S.SanFranciscoMint:  Mintmark 
S.  1854-1955  and  1968  to  date. 

6.  Carson  City  Mint:  Mintmark 
CC.  1870-1885  and  1889-1893.  The 
only  mintmark  with  a  double  letter. 


7.  Denver  Mint:  Mintmark  D.- 

1906  to  date. 

8.  West  Point  Mint:  Mintmark 

W.  1960s  to  date,  but  mintmark  W 
used  only  since  the  1 980s. 

★  Interesting  Fact  No.  1:  When 
in  1925,  Vancouver  commemorative 
half  dollars  were  struck  at  the  San 
Francisco  Mint,  the  S  mintmark,  was 
omitted,  probably  in  error! 

★  Interesting  Fact  No.  2:  Two 
different  mints  both  used  D  mint- 
marks:  Dahlonega  from  1838to  f861, 
and  Denver  from  1 906  to  date.  As  the 
years  of  operation  did  not  overlap, 
there  is  no  confusion  as  to  where  a 
particular  “D  coin”  was  struck!
